Little Ceremony nnd Hasty Fnncral* 


the Unle When Sailors or Steerage 
Passengers Are the Victims—Ef- 
forts to Clieat the Sharks. 


There is no place where death is more 


unwelcome than on board a passenger 
bteamer, and between the death and 
burial of a sea traveler the melancholy 
influence of the event extends to every 
one on board. The limitations of space 
aic very likely responsible in part for 
this, for there is the feeling that until 
the body has been cast into the arms of 
tho sea there is no getting away from 
jt. So spake a man who has crossed the 
Atlantic ocean many times and who on 
more than one occasion had been a pas- 
senger on one of tho big liners when 
death had claimed a victim from among 
those on boaid. 


Sailors dread a death on board their 


vessel as much as anything, and when 
ono occnrs they arc all anxiety to ren- 
der tho body tho last service, and this 
fact M often responsible for the hasto 
and Fcant consideration with -which 
btirials at soa are too often condncted. 
J3ut tho days of such ceremonies are 
fait f\vinj,', and efforts are now being 
made whicu "ill permit of the body be- 
ing carried for the remainder of the 
journey a$er death nnd properly bnried 
on laud. 


Even now it is generally only sailors 


and steerage passengers who are buried 
at sea, and frequently these are cast to 
the waves without so much as the ves- 
sel being slowed down and within an 
hour or two of their death. 


Often enough a death occurs in a ves- 


sel withont the fact becoming known to 
more than one or two of the crew or 
steerage passengers. 
Every effort is 


made to keep the event secret, and in 
the stillness of night, when better class 
passengers are comfortably curled tip in 
their bunks, a. little band o£ men, mov- 
ing like shadows across the deck, bear a 
body from below, and, while the vessel 
is plowing the sea, the mortal remains 
wrapped in canvas or inclosed in a 
crudely made box, are quietly slipped 
over the ship's side into the mysterious 
deep.

body into the pea and, when it is un- 
avoidable, will do their uttermost to 
conduct the ceremony with all possible 
reverence and respect.

choly effect of the presence of a corpse 
to be reckoned with, and the argument 
that more consideration is duo to the 
living than the dead often prompts a

IT WAS NOT TOO LATE. 


A. Story of European Diplomacy and 


Our Civil 
War. 


The Outlook gives an interesting 


etory of the Spanish administration, 
when, daring our civil war, the Emperor 
Napoleon formed the ingenious plan of 
uniting European nations in a change 
of the international law governing 
blockades. The admiralty law of the 
world Jit present extends the jnri»3ic- 
Hon of any nation for one marine league 
from its shores. If, therefore, any block- 
ade runner could get within three miles 
of Jamaica, Cuba or Porto Rico, he 
was safe' from any interference from 
our blockading fleet. 


Napoleon proposed that, instead of 


one league, the limit of local sovereignty 
should be extended to three leagues 
from shore, and he persuaded the Span- 
ish minister to come into his plan. 


Such an extension of neutral limits 


would have greatly hindered tbe opera- 
tions of our blockading fleets. All the 
negotiations were conducted with great 
secrecy, but orders were sent from 
Spain to the West Indies, instructing 
authorities there to extend threefold the 
range of their dominion over the sea. 
These orders had already gone when 
Horatio Ferry, the American secretary 
of legation, got wind of the treachery 
of our ally.

Louis Napoleon, and the duchess told 
her sister, the Spanish-queen. Then the 
queen sent for Mr. Perry and asked 
what it was all abont.

"No one told me 
that this is a heavy blow to my Ameri- 
can allies." 


No one had told her I The minister 


was sorry if her majesty disliked it, 
but it was too late to help it. Why was 
it too latef Because a steamer had gone 
to the West Indian fleet with the orders 
which changed one league to three. 


Then said Isabella, "It is not too 


late for me to accept your resignations.'' 


But the senor don did not want to re- 


sign, and the other senores dons did not 
want to resign. So they found a fast 
steamer to take out orders rescinding 
the other orders, and the blockade was 
maintained for the next year. 


RUNNING A THEATER. 


The Big Salary Account That New 


York Home* Must Meet. 


The salaries of actors and actresses 


vary so much that no fixed prices can 
be quoted. It may suffice to say that 
the salary list of a stock house for per- 
formers will not come to less than f 1,- 
000 a week, and is often considerably 
more. 


The salaries in the "front" are abont 


as follows: Business manager, $60 to 
$75 a week; box office man, $80; as- 
sistant, $15; two doorkeepers, $8 to $13 
each; head'usher, $8; other rjshera 
(three or four), $7; lithograph men 
(two), $15; night watchman, $10, 


The salaries cf the attaches of the 


stage are all fixed at union rates. Fur- 
thermore, the manager must employ 
three men on a side—that ia, three 
stage hands on each side of the stage, 
including the stage carpenter and his 
assistant—and two flymen, men who 
work the curtain and drops up in the 
"flies," the regions above the stage. 


The union rates are as follows: Stage 


carpenter, $30 a week; assistant, $25 
electrician, $25; assistant, $15; prop 
erty man, §25; assistant, $15; bacl 
doorkeeper, §7; stage hands, $1.50 for 
each performance, $2.50 per day fo 
putting on a play, 50 cents an hour fo: 
rehearsals and 62 %. cents an hour fo 
all labor half an hour after the full o 
tho final curtain. Orchestra leaders ge 
§40 to $50 a week, and the union rat 
for umsiciuns is §25, except in oper 
cttjis, whin it in $4 a performance.--
